Bnglaiid and Clnua. 

(From the London Examiner.] 

It is time surely to rouse ourseves, 
lest a new war with China comes ipon 
us as usual whon wo are totally un- 
prepared, and ignominious defen bo 
needed, also as usual, to wake us roru 
our treacherous sleep. The whce at- 
mosphere of Chinese politics it be- 
coming charged with foreshadodngs 
of war. Tho policy of tho empie has 
sustained a complete reversal -sinco 
the death of tho late Emperor— V lair 
means or foul it were hard t say 
which. Princo Kung, who, or a 
Chinaman, was comparatively iberal 
and enlightened, and disposed is tol- 
erate the foreign "devils," has oassod 
out of power, and in his place v> have 
• to deal with that cruel, ruthles, im- 
placable, many-councillod Vicroy of 
Chi-li,Li Hung Chang— tho ran who, 
if we mistake not, signalized Is com- 
mand of the Chinese armies by an 
abouiir.able breach of faith at jo cap- 
ture of Su-Chu. This man, (though 
not the nominal Viceroy of theempire, 
is viceroy of tho home proviso and 
real ruler of the imperial ouncils. 
His spirit is manifest everywhere— a 
spirit bitterly hostile to the English, 
bent on revenge and blood. 

Since this man came into pwer we 
have had tho massacre of Ir. Mar- 
gary, we have had insults inumerable 
to English residents in te treaty 
ports, trade has been placd under 
now and vexatious exaction, treaty 
clauses have been set at might, re- 
dress has been almost impodblo; ex- 
acting pretensions of an ntolerably 
tyrannous kind, and unhishing en- 
croachments on our blood- on privi- 
leges, have become the orer of the 
day, and a feeling of dreacand inse- 
curity has spread abroad mong for- 
eign residents that is only too sure a 
presage of what is at band While we 
are sitting at home indiffeant to all 
this, Prince Li is strenuosly making 
ready for war. He ha borrowed 
money of the complacent English to 
help to arm his forts on te Pei-ho— 
these forts that cost sub. a bloody 
struggle to -win in the lav war, which 
it is his hope to render moregnable. 
His troops will be orm«d asa Chinese 
army has never boon bcfore and when 
he thinks himself ready the storm will 
burst upon us; then imooert residents 
will be massacred, thei wil bo cla- 
mour and fear, burnin,' and waste, and 
after untold miseries hive been endur- 
ed, lives sacrificed tha we could ill 
spare, general helplesness and mis- 
management every-fbre revealed, we 
shall rouse ourselves o the life and 
death struggle with tlat myriad-peopl- 
ed empire once more. 

Trajan's Column.— rrajan's column 
vraa orocted at Roinom tho middle of 
the forum namod afbr the same em- 
peror; but the other mildings of this 
forum— the palaco.gynuasium, library, 
temples, arches, portcoes, statuos, etc. 
— have all been throvn down, leaving 
the column alone stoning in its origi- 
nal position. It wis elected by the 
Senate and people a Pome in com- 
memoration of tho --ictcries obtained 
by the Emperor Trqan in his two ex- 
peditions against tie Bacians; in the 
first of which ho conpclled thorn to 
sue for peace, and :n tho second cou- 
quored them entirey. 

There does not, jrobably, exist any 
monument in tho vorld more procious 
or more exquisite u its proportions 
than Trajan's colunu, nor one which 
has rendered more capital service. It 
is of pure Barrara aiarble. Tho shaft 
is about ninety-sown foot, by twolvo 
diameter at the base, ami ten below 
the capital, which, liko the shaft, is 
Doric, and composed of a singlo block 
of stone. The statue is composed of 
thirty-three enormous blocks of marble , 
of which eight compcso tho baso, 
twenty-three the shaft, one tho capital 
and one tho pedestal supporting tho 
statue. Evory stone is hollowed in 
the middle, so as to consist, in fact, 
of a moro ring; and a central vortical 
aporturo is formed, which is ocoupiod 
by a-^piral staircase from tho bottom 
to the top. Tho column was ancient- 
ly surmounted by n statue of tho Em- 
peror, and later by a figure of tho 
apostle St. Paul. The head of the 
original figure supported a goldon ball, 
which is now preserved in tho capital, 
and which is said to have contained 
the ashes of the Emperor. 

A very remarkable feature in this 
column is tho mode in which it is doc- 
oratod. Thero isasorios of bas- reliefs, 
running rouud theeolumn in an ascond- 
ing spiral ribbon, which makes twonty 



revolutions or turns of tho spiral be- 
fore reaching the top. On this is re- 
presented the chief incidents in the 
Dacian victories of Trajan, together 
with the two triumphal processions 
by which they were celebrated . The 
bas-reliefs represent the arms, the 
accoutrements, the engines of war, tho 
dwellings of tho barbarians; we dis- 
cern the breed of tho warriors and 
their horses; we look upon the ships of 
the time, canoes and quinqueemes; 
women of all ranks, priests of all 
theologies, sieges, and assaults, Such 
are the merits of this sculptured host, 
that Pollydoro of Carravaggio, 
Gulio Romano, Michael Angelo, 
and all the officers of the Re- 
naissance have drawn thence models of 
stylo and pictuosquo strategy. The 
pictures are not fewer than between 
two and throe thousand, tho figure of 
Trajan himself occurring as many as 
fifty timos. In the lower part of the 
shaft tho figures are each about two 
feet in height; but as they ascend, and 
are furthor removed from the eye, 
their dimensions are enlarged, and are 
more deeply worked, till at the top 
they become nearly double the size of 
thoso below. 

American Kiflo Team Competing 
at Wimbledon July 1S75. 

The firBt stage of the Albert prizes 
was shot off on Monday, and as the 
American volunteers took part in it — 
the first competition in which they 
have tried their skill at this meeting — 
considerable interest was manifested 
in the contest. Contrary to tho ru- 
mors afloat, when tho official list was 
published in the evening, it was found 
that the home volunteers had beaten 
their American cousins. The list, at 
the ranges of 200, GOO, and 900 yards 
is topped by five Scotchmen, after 
whom comes Colonel Gildersleeve, of 
the American team; and further down 
tho list are the names of tho six other 
Americans. Of the five Scotchmen 
referred to, Serjeant Ferguson, Inver- 
ness, was tho third. Ho scored tho 
highest possible at 200 yards, and re- 
gistered a grand total of 95. Mr. Hel- 
man, 1st Ross, registered 90. 

It was eagerly hoped that the Ameri- 
can eight would shoot alongsido the 
English, Scotch, and Irish eight, for 
the Lloyd Cup on Thursday (to-day). 
On Monday, tho captains of the Brit- 
ish eight addressed a letter to the 
Council to this effect; but in course of 
Monday, tho American Colonel made 
the unwelcome announcement that, 
on account of the illness of two of his 
men, he could not accept the invitation, 
should tho Council ask his team to 
compete. Ho intended, however, bo- 
fore leaving this country, to meot with 
some of the influential shots of Great 
Britain, and endeavor to arrango a 
match botween an American and a 
United Kingdom team, to be shot next 
year, either at Creedmoor, New York, 
or at Wimbledon.

Reconciliation and Com- 
pensation- 
One of the most fruitful nnd just 
causes of complaint that the Mainland 
has brought against Mr. Walkem is 

" founded on tho fact that while that, 
gentloman was in London -he stu- 

'■- diously refrained from putting forth 
an effort to securo coinpeusatioii terms 
for tho Mainland. It has boon over 
and over again pointed out in these 
columns that any terms that did not 
eecuro equal rights to both sections 
were unfair to both ; bocause, if Brit- 
ish Columbia is ever to tako the place 
Nature intends she should hold in the 
family of Provinces, it will be through 

' the prosperity of all the communities 
within her borders. Now, a line of 
railway from Esquimau to Nanaimo is 
a groat desideratum. Its construc- 
tion: -will be hailed as a boon by Is- 

r. landers generally ; and wo need scarce- 
ly say that to urge upon the Dominion 
Government tho importance of the 
speedy construction of that work, will 
bo one of tho fust duties discharged by 
the incoming administration. But their 
duty will not stop at this ; they must 
bring to the notice of the Dominion 

- Government tho uocessity of the con- 
struction of a lino of railway on the 
Mainland, through a section of the 
country that will best enable the stock- 
raisers of the interior to get then- 
large bands of cattle to this market. 
Soaie weoks ago the Mainland Guardian, 
in a well-considered article, recom- 
mended tho construction of a "com- 
pensation railway" from Burrard In- 
let to Kamloops. . "We need not say 
that tho proposition met with our 

.[hearty approval at the time, and that 
wo believe tho Reform Ministry will 
give- it their heartiest support ; for it 
must be borne in mind that the 

. Mainland has really been the 
greatest sufferer through the fail- 
■ lire of Canada to commence the 
railway within tho time stipulated, 

/.and the neglect of Mr. Walkem" while 
in London to urge on the attention of 
Lord ' Carnarvon the claims of the 
Mainland. Did wo say the neglect of 
Mr. Walkem ? "We meant to write his 
positive refusal to present a statement 
of the claims of the section which he 
represonts in the Cabinet to the Brit- 
ish Government! For ho did refuse 
to do so; and his organ in this city pub- 
lished an article at the time that sent a 
thrill of indignation through both sec- 
tions, approving of his course in 
piLnisltinij the Mainland for nut support 
ing his appeal to England. These are 
facts on which wo challenge a success- 
ful contradiction; and we boldly state 
that if the Mainland is not to-day in 

- 1 possession of the same advantages un- 
der tho new terms that tho Island has 
secured the parties alone responsible 
are the Walkem Government, who 
hnve over and over again openly de- 
clared it as their policy to punish eve- 
ry district that did not send men in to 
support them by withholding from it 
a fair share of the public revenue. Is 
proof required ? Look, then, at the 
disgraceful condition of tho Saanich 
roads and bridges, and bear in mind 
the oxclamation of Mr. Beavou to a 
farmor who came to toll him on one oc- 
casion that his life was endangered by 
a shaky bridge that ho had to cross 
daily with his team: "How can you 
expect us to mend your roads and 
bridges if you send in men to oppose 
us?" We have it on excellent author- 
ity that during the recent heated cam. 
paign in Victoria District the 
Premier told tho electors repeatedly 
that if they wautod roacln and bvid<rps 
they must send men as representatives 
who would support his Government! 
Theso tactics, wo need not point out, 

. aro in direct violation of tho most vital 
principles of Constitutional Govern- 
ment, under which form an Opposi- 
tion is as necessary as tho Government 
itself. To tho adoption of this policy wo 
feoL Hiiro that tho Government owos tho 
terrible defeat it lias sustained on the Is- 
land; Had thoy pursuod a just and pro- 
per coarse towards tho Districts without 
stopping to inquire aa to tho political 
huo of their representatives, they might 
hiivo met with a slight miocusa. As it is 
thoy havo boon roundly and soundly 
beaten, and if the Moinlanders but prove 
as trno to thonisolves as tho Islanders 
havo been to themselves, the Government 
will sustain a Waterloo dofeat from Now 
Westminster to Cariboo, Thoro can bo 
no doii lit that tho organ when it wrote its 
punishment article was inspired by Mr. 
Walkoin. For wo lind on examining the 

' corrospondonoo which that gentloman 
had with the Colonial Oflice that ho sttld- 
iously avoids all reference to tho Main- 
land, except in ono paragraph, wlioro ho 
argues that a wagon read and a telegraph 
.lino— whioli involve tho expenditure of 
tbr&O millions of dollars on tho Main- 
and, and which tho Dominion Govorn- 
munt uropoaod to construct in addition to 
(fa Railway -were not uooobmi-jI We 



ask you, citi/.ous of tho Mainland, what 
you think of your Premier, who passed 
six months in London negotiating for 
new terms, and who placed tho Province 
in tho hands of Lord Carnarvon without 
once suggesting to tho noble Lord that 
tho Mainland stood as sorely in need of 
compensation aB the Island ? A scratch 
of his pen would have saved you; but it 
was uot mado. Becauso, (as his organ 
said at tho time) you had opposed tho 
petition to England. Now we say that 
Mr. Walkem — who iH about to visit tho 
Mainland to canvass tho distriota 
for recruits to " fight Mr. Mac- 
kenzie" is utterly unworthy of your 
support or serious attontion. Saanich 
and Cowichan havo turned deaf cars to 
his entreaties ; but their fcrievances are 
as a drop of water iu a full bucket when 
oonipared with tho effect of tho "punish- 
ment" you havo sustained at his hands. 
For compensation for delay iu proceeding 
with railway work ' you need not look to 
Mr. Walkem or to any candidate who may 
seek your votes, unloss ho declare him- 
self in opposition to Mr. Walkem, and in 
favor of Reform, Reconciliation and 
Compensation for tho Mainland as well 
as for tho bland.

AT COWICHAN. 



ROUT OF THE LINIMENT Bill 
GADE ! 



Mr. Pimbury, M. P. P. elect for Cow- 
ichan, arrived iu town last ovening and 
brought the official returns of tho election 
at Cowichan. From th«so it would ap 
pear that the Government candidates 
wuro actually nowhere iu tlio contest, and 
Mr. Booth, who, like Mr. Duck, was n 
faithful servitor of the Government du- 
ring four sessions, is beaten by a vote of 
nearly two to one by Mr. Pimbury.

At Maple Buy 52 votes were east ; at 
.South Cowichan, 90 ; at Burgoyuo But, 
19 ; at Ganges Harbor, 10 ; at Cbemanus, 
11— total, 128 votes cast, out of 1 70 regis- 
tered. The contest was conducted with 
perfect good humor by both sides. Tho 
letter gi-'nn below will ihow tho bent of 
popular feeling iu tho District: — 

Cowichan, Sept. i!0th, 1875. 

Editor Colohist: — Tho battle bus boon 
fought; thb victory won. Hurrah for tho 
.independent voters of Cowichan I Tho 
fiat baa been given! Down with trickery 
and corruption! Down with favoritism 
and injnstico! Hurrah for Smitho and 
Pimbury, tho People's men. 

The elections were hold on Saturday 
last. Orderly and quiotly tho People 
cast their voles. At Maple Bay two spe- 
cial constables wore appointed to attend 
to the keeping of the peace; but beyond 
provoking a joke or two at their own ex- 
pense they did not succeed in doing any 
barm. 

The counting of the votes took place 
to-day at the Court-house and a goodly- 
number of electors put in an appearance, 
anxious to learn tho result Smitho and 
Pimbury, the Reform candidates, accord- 
ing to oar confident anticipations, prov- 
ed to be ahead with noble majorities, 
and the announcement gladdened the 
hearts of a majority of those present al- 
though, of course, a few long faces wero 
visible.

Thidert'h Creek, Aug. 27th, 1875. 

Editor Colonist ; — I fear I can't do 
much for you this time, but by noxt mail 
I will try and havo something ready for 
you. 

Judgo O'Reilly has arrived to tho groat 
sutisfactiou of the public generally, and 
I aau assure you that tho miners show 
their appreciation of the man by many 
warm shake-hands. It is very much to 
bo regretted that this justly popular offl- 
cor is not permanently appointed to this 
district, instead of tho firobrand who 
rides rough-shod alike over lawyers and 
all classes of men and" their grievances. 
In fact, lie is anything but a " sooond 
Daniel como to judgment". On tho con- 
trary he ia a perfect incubus, a gigantic 
nightmare on tho interests of tho district, 
as you will find when tho bulk of tho 
Cassiar population 

ARRIVES IN VICTORIA AND REPORTS VER- 
BATIM. 

Another arrival at the head of Doaso 
Lake of 24 head of fine fatboof cattlo from 
tho Frasor and Bonaparto river districts. 
Prices 25 and 30o. per lb ., with a very 
fair prospect of doing much bottor than 
last year, as largo quantities can bo butch- 
ered and boated to MoDamo's and adja- 
oout creeks, whoro a good market can be 
obtained. Hero is anothor place whero 
yon can seo the wi^Z-ad ministration of our 
public wiseheads ; wo havo a population 
of some 500 or 000 men not uvor 50 milea 
distant as the crow Hies, with plenty of 
beef cattle on hand for thorn, and yet our 
wonid-ho ontorprisine Government havo 
not expended one dollar to out a trail to 
enable tho drover to drive his cattlo to a 
profitable market. I must bo vory ob- 
vious to any thinking mind that a man 
driving cattle all tho summer through a 
wild, rough country all the way from tho 
Cariboo districts and arriving here tho 
latter part of August with tho mountains 
clothed in their winter coat of snow finds 
it too late, on his arrival on Lease creek, 
to cut a trail to McDamo's Creek, butohor 
and sell his cattlo. There is nothing 
left for him but to butohor on Dease 
Creek, and freight it to McDamo's ; and 
yet this somnolent Government of 
ours must be aware of tho cattlo boing 
on their way to this country for at least 
two months.

You will find it all in the fact that wo 
havo no Government candidate in the 
prospective, and what's more, botwoen you 
and I and the bedpost, thoy hare taken 
vory good care that wo should not have. 
How carefully they look after tho inter- 
ests of the Government constituencies ! 
What lino lump sums Yale, Cariboo and 
other districts get, while wo aro left out 
iu tho cold. Yet I doubt not, if thore 
wero any means of ascertaining the fact, 
that Cassiar will yield moro gold than all 
tho rest of British Columbia for 1875. 

Everything looks prosperous. Few 
grumbliug, but groat majority pleasod 
with season's operations. liEroitMEit. 

Cas siar Correspondence. 

Lake Town, Aug. Blst. 

Editor Colonist. — Wo havo just 
completed an inspoctiou of tho niiniug 
district of Cassiar, and havo got our 
blankets packed for tho lower country. 
And Laving received information 
through Mr. J.W. McKay of tho Hud- 
son Bay Co. that tho Otter will leave 
Wrangel on the 5th of September. 
We intend to do some tall traveling in 
order to make connection with that 
steamer. 

Now, it was our intention to furnish 
you with a summary of mining news 
which we picked up in our travels 
through tho district; but after read- 
ing the correspondence which appear- 
ed in the Colonist and "Standard" of 
latest dates, we found that tlie reports 
in those papers respecting the rich- 
ness of Cassiar, are so much at vari- 
ance with the facts elicited by us, that 
wo, somewhat .impatiently, consigned 
our notes to the names. And, con- 
tenting ourselves with the belief that 
perhaps after all it was some other 
mining district wo had been interview- 
ing, concluded to say nothing at all 
about it. You will therefore have to bo 
satisfied with a few 

DOTTISUS BY THE WAY. 

Leaving the head of the lake on 31st 
August, and traveling at a break-nock 
pace, v-e reached Telegraph Crook on 
the 2nd of September, soinowhat leg- 
weary and exhausted; but after a half 
hour's refreshment in tho splendid pa- 
vilion "Circus" of Mr. P. Donelly, wo 
again started on our journey by canoe 
for Fort Wrangel, reaching that place 
at 8 a. in. on the 5th. Tlio Otter had 
not yet arrived, nor did she put in an 
appearance until the 11th. On the 
12th tho little Gem fuom Eraser River 
entered the harbor, and caused con- 
siderable speculation as to what her 
business was in theso waters, and 
what part, if any, she was to tako iu 
the carrying trade of tho Stickeen. 

The two stern- wheelers in port viow- 
tho little stranger with suspicion, but 
tlio knowing onos declared the prob- 
lem solved when, steaming on past the 
Gertrude, sho joined lines with tho 
Grlenora and rested confidently along 
sido the guards of that steamer, the 
Indian deck hands greeting her as tho 
"Omvard's papoose." 

Late in tho evening tho Otter arriv- 
ed, and the following day the Califor- 
nia steamed into port and dropped her 
anchor, and immediately the work of 
loading and re-loading commenced, 
mid Wrangel had a busy day for once. 

Sept. 14. — Having secured our pas- 
sage on board the Otter, wo are on 
deck at n. m., where preparations 
for a start have already commenced. 
Tlio Glonora, with sixty tons of 
freight find with her vigilant 
Captain at tho wheel, is just Btoamingout 
of the harbor. Sho give;, us a parting 
"toot" as sho passes, and speeding eff to- 
wards tho mouth of Stickeen iH soon lost 
behind the rooky cliffs. Tho California, 
Gertrude and Gem are still lying at an- 
chor, as tho last whistle of tho Otter 
sounds and wo start out on our journey 
down tho ooast. 

Wo reach Fort Simpson on tho morn- 
ing of tho 15th, and aro dotainod thero 
Homo time taking in wood. During our 
stay hero tho Rev. Mr. Crosby camo on 



board, and it got rumored round that his 
mission on board was to colloct funds for 
tho completion of tho fine largo church 
which tho paBsongors wero admiring from 
tho Btoamor's deck. Unfortunately wo 
wore not in tho mood to pay much atten- 
tion to this rumor; because, having had 
a hot controversy with a musical friend 
of ours, who tried to arani it down our 
throttle that the Otter was not built of 
British oak, wo, at tho timo tho row gen- 
tleman camo on board, started down into 
the hold, in order to oonvinco this unbo- 
lioving representative of the Groat lie- 
publio by an examination of tho steamer's 
timbers; and beforo our return, which 
was somo thio tho noxt day, tho Rev. Mr. 
Crosby had gono, and tho Ottor had loft 
Fort Simpson aboutono hundred miles bo- 
hind. Now there were passungors on 
board who attributed our disipoaranco to 
other cauaes. But this just shows how 
uncharitable and unkind people aro to- 
wards oach other. 

From Fort Simpson down tho woather 
was ono bright holiday of sunBhino. 
Scarcely a rifilo marked tho blue surfaco 
of tho waters, which with tho kindness 
and attention shown to all by Capt. Mc- 
Culloch and Mr. Purser Elwyn, made 
this trip tho most agroablo one we ever 
enjoyed. 

But aside from tho homelike comforts 
which one always enjoys on board tho 
Otter, thore is a feeling of safoty associat- 
ed with traveling on this old navigator of 
tho waters of tho North-West. Her fr- 
miliar figurehead is known to overy har- 
bor of safety on tho coast; and the dan- 
gerous rocks, which have ever been tlio 
to.-»or of nUmr ^oacjoio, i^pGnr to shrink 
away towards tho laud at hor approach, 
Evon the seals, as they sport on tho sur- 
face of tho water, pause in their gambols, 
and watching her with their largo, inteli- 
geut eyes as sho passes, appear to wish 
her a safe return. Whrn abreast of Plum- 
pers PasB wo sighted tho Entorpriso on 
hor way down from New WustminBter, 
and fears wero ontcrtainod by the passen ■ 
gars that that steamer might overtake us, 
and probably beat us into Victoria har- 
bor. But chief engineer Elliott soon 
made it clearly evident tliat such a feat 
was impossible, for rounding "Ten-milo 
Point" wo soon lost Bight of tho pursuing 
stoamer and reached the Hudson Bay 
Company's wharf at 3 p. m., making tho 
trip from Wrangel in a littlo over four 
days, counting dolays. Victorian.

Eastern States. 

New York. Sept. 20.— It is expected 
that tho case of Tilton vs. Beeoher will 
bo called from tho calendar of the city 
court this afternoon by Judge Reynolds. 
Mr. Mover, counsel for Tilton, will ans- 
wer that he h ready. The case Tilton vs. 
Beeoher which is now on tlio docket was 
by consent of counsel put over until noxt 
term of tho court. Tilton'a libel suit 
against the Brooklyn Eaglt also wont 
over until noxt term by consent. 

New York, Sept. 20.— Within a few 
days a serious disease has brokon out 
among tho horses throughout tho city. 
It borders on tho nature of the famous 
epizootic of two years ago. It is calcu- 
lated that there are 10,000 horses suffer- 
ing the symptoms. 

Gold closed \Yl\i\ stocks active and 
better feeling; Jay Gould iB understood 
to have abandoned his recent efforts to 
get control of tho Western Union organi- 
zation. 

Lono Branch, Sept. 20 — President 
Grant and family will leave here in a 
special palace car on Thursday noxt for 
Colorado. 

New Orleans, Sopt. 20. — A Times spe- 
cial from information rocoivod from pa- 
pers and passengers gives tho following: 
"A galo from tho south by Wednesday 
mid-day reached such proportions that 
oapUiuB of steamers accustomed for gen- 
erations to traverse this portion of the 
Gulf, doclined to put to sea. Almost 
simultaneously with this determination 
camo a report that a ahip yard at the en- 
tranco of the island had boon inundated 
and men wore fleeing for their lives. A 
rapidly falling barometer indicated an in- 
crease of tho Btorm, and tho waters of the 
Gulf, which aro on tho south side of the 
Island, gradually commenced to increase 
in tho gardens of scattered residences, and 
soon covered them. Tho wator during 
the day reached a depth of 2 foot. Wed- 
nesday and Thursday it blew a hurricane, 
pushing tho Gulf water over tho entire 
Island and covoring even higher eleva- 
tions to a dopth of 2% feat. In the ex- 
treme roar and west end of tho city tho 
wator rose sufficiently to float largo wood- 
en odificos, many of which are vory valu- 
able It is fair to presume that the earn- 
ings of the entire year will bo exhausted 
in ropairing damages. It is probable 
that vegotation has been utterly destroy- 
ed, but that tho Island is involved in 
wholesale ruiu wo do not apprehend. " 

Europe- 

London, Sopt. 20.— A tologram from 
Vienna exprossoB tho opinion that now 
the Turkish Govornniont havo had timo 
to occupy in force tho Bosnian frontier 
tho ohancos of renewing tho insurrection 
in Bosnia havo vanished. Tho Turks 
now havo a forco of 38,000 mou concen- 
trated on the frontier of Servia. 

Tho Richmond Iron Works at Stock 
ton-upon-Teos, comprising 20 furnaces 
and rolling mills, and employing 300 
hands, has ausponded; tho coucoru is in- 
solvent. 

Gon. Dorreguay has been appointed 
Commander in-Chief of tho Carlist army, 
and Gon. Triostauy, Carlist Captain-Gen- 
eral of Catalonia. 

Paris, Sept. 20.— Three hundred Car- 
lists havo crossed tho French frontier. 
They will bo disarmed.

St. Thomas, Sep'.. 20.— An expedition 
was successfully lauded in Cuba by the 
Uruguay, late Octavia. At tho sumo timo 
Gon. Acuguiolora landed two batteries, 
1500 stand of arms and 500,000 cartridges.
